Harper vs. everyone 

O Opposition leaders attack Harper in last night’s TV debate O PM running a classic front-runner’s campaign, 
with only limited, tightly scripted interactions with the public O Asks viewers to give him majority government 


Conservative Leader Stephen 
Harper adopted an election- 
weary prime ministerial 
presence at the televised leaders 
debates yesterday and chided his 
political opponents for constant 
“bickering.” 

Harper stared directly into the 
camera as he fended off a three¬ 
pronged attack that focused on 
allegations of Conservative 
deception, dubious spending 
practices and secretive, conspira¬ 
torial government. 

Talking past his rivals, he 
asked viewers at home to hand 
him a majority government. 

“What we are asking — in an 
election we didn’t want, in an 
election Canadians didn’t want 
— we’re asking Canadians to 
make the decision: Do you want 
to have this kind of bickering, 
do you want to have another 
election in two years? Or do you 
want a focus on the economy?” 
an unflappable Harper asked at 
the debate’s midpoint. 

Liberal Leader Michael Ignati- 
eff shot back: “There he goes 
again with this word ‘bickering.’ 
This is a debate, Mr. Harper. This

is a democracy.” 

Harper was slapped from the 
opening exchange of the 
evening, when Bloc Quebecois 
Leader Gilles Duceppe thanked 
him for taking his first question 
of the campaign from a citizen.

A man was hit with one of 
several bullets fired on a 
Dartmouth street yester¬ 
day afternoon. 

The victim was in an 
SUV in the area of 
Kennedy and Roleilca 
drives at 3:15 p.m. when 
he was shot in the lower 
body. His wound is consid¬ 
ered non-life threatening. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter said they re¬ 
ceived several calls about 
multiple shots being fired. 
He said investigators 
weren’t sure if the shots 
were fired from another 
vehicle. 

“We’re trying to con¬ 
firm the SUV was the tar¬ 
get,” Palmeter said. “We do 
not believe this was a ran¬ 
dom incident.” 


Questioned 


► Two other occupants in 
the SUV were taken into 
custody by police for 
questioning. 

There were no weapons 
immediately recovered 
and police seized the SUV. 

Palmeter said there is 
no indication at this point 
the shooting is connected 
to any other incidents, in¬ 
cluding the homicide of 
Stacey Jordan Adams, a 20- 
year-old from Dartmouth 
whose body was found in 
Lake Echo on Sunday. 

Also, a 22-year-old man 
was shot on Saturday night 
while driving on Highway 
111 in Dartmouth.

The province committed 
$4 million to fully fund the 
Early Intensive Behaviour¬ 
al Intervention program 
aimed at helping young 
children with autism yes¬ 
terday. 

At a crowded Provincial 
Autism Centre flanked by 
four of his ministers, Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter re¬ 
vealed details of the 
government’s Autism Spec¬ 
trum Disorder Action Plan. 

“This plan represents 
$5.5 million in new invest¬ 
ments that will enhance ex¬ 
isting services by 
expanding programs in pri¬ 
ority areas,” Dexter said. 


Other plans 


k Maintaining autism 
specialists in the 
Department of Education 
and school boards 
!► A review of the Direct 
Family Support for 
Children program for 
medication, transportation 
and respite care 
!► Additional funding for 
other early intervention 
programs 

“Only about 50 per cent 
of children who need early 
intensive behavioural inter¬ 
vention have received it. 
Children had to be random¬ 
ly selected to gain access to 
this treatment. That prac¬ 


tice is unfair and it will be 
ended shortly.” 

The EIBI program, 
which focuses on improv¬ 
ing functional skills includ¬ 
ing communication and 
social skills in children 
with autism, currently 
serves approximately 50 
per cent of eligible pre¬ 
school-aged children. 

Under the new plan, 
provincial funding for the 
EIBI program will increase 
by $4 billion over two years, 
expanding the service to all 
eligible children. 

Stacey Turner, whose son 
Dennis has autism, wel¬ 
comed the news. 

"Our experience with 
EIBI has been nothing short 
of remarkable," she said. 



Provincial NDP, PCs 
bash federal Liberals 


Just last week, all three par¬ 
ties in the Nova Scotia legis¬ 
lature were aligning 
themselves behind Irving 
Shipbuilding’s bid to ob¬ 
tain a lucrative national 
shipbuilding contract. 

Yesterday, in another 
rare display of crossing par¬ 
ty lines, the governing NDP 
and the third-place Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives teamed 
up to attack the federal Lib¬ 
eral’s position on the issue. 

The parties were react¬ 
ing to news reports that 
quoted Denis Coderre, a 
high-profile Liberal MP 
from Quebec, as saying a 
Liberal government would 
extend a key deadline to al¬ 
low the Davie Shipyard to 
compete for the $35-bil¬ 
lion, 30-year contract. 

“In power, the Liberal 
Party will issue a directive, 
so that Quebec can also ap¬ 
ply for this important con¬ 
tract,” Corderre told Le

But in 
a letter to staff, she said her 
organization hopes that 
number can be reached 
through attrition and 
voluntary retirement.

But Energy Minister 
Charlie Parker said low roy¬ 
alty rates and two-year ex¬ 
emption royalties for 
onshore gas operations has 
been a longtime incentive 
for companies to set up 
shop in the province. 

Nova Scotia charges a flat 
royalty rate of 10 per cent 
on onshore gas, with a de¬ 
duction for the cost of any 
processing and separating 


There are currently no 
onshore gas operations 
online in the province. 

that may be required. In ad¬ 
dition, companies enjoy a 
two-year holiday from 
when an exploration agree¬ 
ment is signed to when 
they have to begin paying 
royalties on oil or gas pro¬ 
duced. 

Younger said the meas¬ 
ures amount to “theft.” 

“We now have a royalty 
rate that is substantially less 
than anywhere in North 
America,” said Younger. 


“We really don’t know 
what the effect of this is. 
What we do know is that 
the NDP is continuing a 
giveaway at a royalty rate 
that’s just not fair. This 
should not be happening.” 

But Parker noted the 
royalty rate, including the 
two-year holiday, has been 
effective for a number of 
years. 

“The royalty holiday of 
two years is an incentive 
for companies to help 
them find product out 
there,” said Parker. 

“If all of the sudden we 
have lots of gas and oil 
that’s discovered, obviously 
we’ll be in a different nego¬ 
tiating position.”

When they strolled in, for 
the benefit of the waiting 
cameras, they appeared the 
best of friends. 

On closer inspection, 
tight, forced smiles be¬ 
trayed four fierce rivals 
girding for the battle to 
come. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper entered the set — 
decorated like a 1970s rec 
room, in bricks of orange 
and burnt sienna — first, 
followed by NDP Leader 
Jack Layton, Bloc Quebecois 
Leader Duceppe and Liberal 
Leader Michael Ignatieff. 

Duceppe initially went 
to the wrong lectern, before 
swapping with Ignatieff. 

They posed briefly at the 
podiums before moving 


into the centre of the stage 
for a group photo. The 
group handshake was fol¬ 
lowed by the customary 
awkward exchange of 
pleasantries before retreat¬ 
ing to their comers. 

Though it wasn’t appar¬ 
ent on television, there was 
a live audience of about 120 
people in attendance that 
remained largely silent un¬ 
til Harper made reference 
to “the old Jack Layton.” 

Layton feigned outrage. 
“Are you calling me old?” 
The crowd guffawed. 

During the debate’s open 
free-for-all segments, which 
capped six one-on-one face- 
offs, Duceppe fidgeted at 
his lectern, dmmming his 
fingers and repeatedly 
sending the signal that he 
wanted to jump in.

Liberal shipbuilding plan angers N.S. premier 


Nova Scotia Premier Darrell 
Dexter says he will write to 
Liberal Leader Michael Ig¬ 
natieff to express his disap¬ 
pointment over the federal 
party’s position on a mas¬ 
sive national shipbuilding 
program. 

Media reports say party 
officials in Quebec have 
promised that a Liberal gov¬ 
ernment would push back a 
deadline requiring the 


Davie Shipyard to demon¬ 
strate solvency, one of the 
conditions for bid submis¬ 
sions under Ottawa’s ship¬ 
building strategy. 

The Quebec yard is in 
competition with three oth¬ 
er shipyards including the 
Irving-owned facility in Hal¬ 
ifax to build combat and 
non-combat vessels under 
the $35-billion plan. 

Dexter said Nova Scotia 


wants the procurement 
process to proceed free of 
political interference. 

“I would hope the con¬ 
sidered opinion of Mr. Ig¬ 
natieff would be to support 
the fair and open procure¬ 
ment process that is cur¬ 
rently underway,” Dexter 
said yesterday. “And I hope 
that in considering his 
opinion he would under¬ 
stand the value of the exist¬ 


ing rules.” 

Dexter said the Liberal 
party’s promise to move the 
deadline to July 7 from May 
18 was “unacceptable.” 

Provincial Liberal Leader 
Stephen MacNeil said the 
premier was playing poli¬ 
tics and it’s his understand¬ 
ing that all deadlines have 
been pushed back to July 7 
because of the federal elec¬ 
tion.

Mark Twitchell admit¬ 
ted he accidentally killed 
Johnny Altinger in Octo¬ 
ber 2008 in a publicity 
hoax gone wrong. 

Frigid NWT 
braved by 
ice runner 

A 57-year-old woman has 
become what may be 
Canada’s first ice road 
marathoner. 

Alicja Barahona spent 
the weekend running the 
entire length of the ice 
road between Inuvilc and 
Tulctoyaktuk in the North¬ 
west Territories. And she 
ran it twice. 

That’s 370 kilometres 
and more than 76 hours of 
running in temperatures 
so cold, about -40 C, that 
at one point she almost 
fainted while trying to 
warm up.

Former Egyptian president 
Hosni Mubarak was abrupt¬ 
ly hospitalized yesterday 
for heart problems during 
an investigation over allega¬ 
tions of corruption and the 
violence against protesters. 

The 82-year-old former 
president was deposed Feb. 
11 after 18 days of popular 
protests and has been un¬ 
der house arrest in the Red 
Sea resort of Sharm El- 
Sheilch for the last two 


months. The public prose¬ 
cutor said Monday he 
would be questioned. 

The protest movement 
that deposed Mubarak is 
now pushing for him to be 
brought to justice for what 
they say are decades of 
abuse and since Friday, 
hundreds have reoccupied 
parts of Tahrir Square in 
downtown Cairo. 

Dozens of demonstrators 
picketed the hospital, de¬ 


nouncing the president and 
carrying a sign reading 
“Here is the butcher.” They 
scuffled with supporters of 
Mubarak amid a massive se¬ 
curity presence. 

Two security officials 
said Mubarak arrived under 
heavy police protection 
and, according to two doc¬ 
tors in the hospital, he 
stepped out of his ar¬ 
moured Mercedes unaided.

Canadians feel pinch 
of fuel, food prices 


Nearly half of Canadians 
say steeper fuel and food 
prices are taking a signifi¬ 
cant bite out of their 
budgets, an RBC Con¬ 
sumer Outlook suggests. 

While 45 per cent say 
rising prices are having a 
significant impact, the ef¬ 
fects are felt most strongly 
by residents of Ontario, 
Atlantic Canada and Que¬ 
bec. 

Managing debt remains 
a high priority, with 39 
per cent of Canadians say¬ 
ing they plan to pay off as 
much debt as possible. 

Thirty per cent say they 
are focused on spending 
less, 23 per cent are look¬ 
ing to save or invest more 
and 25 per cent say they 
intend to do all three. 

Some 42 per cent of 
Canadians believe the 
economy will improve 
over the coming year, 
down one percentage 
point from the December 
survey. 

Overall, the report says 
Canadians’ concerns about 
the economy remain rela¬ 
tively unchanged since the 
last survey three months 
earlier.

DON'T MESS 
WITH MAMA 

Bolivia may be one of the poorest places on 
Earth, but it's rich in at least one commodity: 
Legislation. 

I t’s about to pass the Mother of All Laws giving 
Mother Nature equal rights to human beings. In 
Bolivia, Ms. Nature goes by Pachamama, an An¬ 
dean deity that is at the centre of all life. As 
soon as the law is passed — and pass it will be¬ 
cause the ruling party has what Stephen Harper 
most desires: A majority in both houses of Parliament 
— Pachamama will gain 11 shiny new rights. 

Most of them are pretty basic: The right to life and 
to exist; the right to continue all her various cycles, 
from carbon to Krebs, without human interference; 
the right to pure water and clean air; the right not to 
be polluted; the right to balance; and the right not to 
be genetically altered. 

Then there’s this: Pachamama will enjoy the right 
“not to be affected by mega-infrastructure and devel¬ 
opment projects that affect the balance of ecosystems 
and the local inhabitant communities.” 

The guys who run the resource companies are 
howling with boyish laughter. You see, Bolivia has its 
own brown skeletons in its own sooty closet. More 
than one-third of its foreign currency comes from the 
mining of tin, silver, gold, etc., and you can bet 
Pachamama is feeling more than a little violated on 
that front. 

When you’re the world’s 100th ranked economy, 
below Trinidad and Tobago and Turkmenistan, for 
goodness sake, it’s tough to resist the temptation of 
all that glitters. Without precious metals, Bolivia’s 
largest export is soybeans and natural gas, a potent 
combination for sure. 

Ecuador has already tried something like this, but 
that hasn’t stopped anyone from plundering the 
Amazon. You have to wonder why they even bother 
— they’re just going to end up making themselves de¬ 
pressed as they continue to pollute and genetically 
modify until one day Pachamama decides to take the 
law into her own hands. 

That may be what’s motivating Bolivia: It’s not nice 
to fool Pachamama and she is already showing signs 
of losing her legendary maternal patience: Bolivian 
scientists predict temperatures will rise up to 4 C over 
the next 100 years, all the glaciers will melt and 
Bolivia will become a desert. 

So rather than risk the loss of her affections 
altogether, all they can do is promise to try to nurture 
nature. And if they break their promise, she can 
always complain to the newly established Ministry of 
Mother Earth. 

Good luck with that.

LONDON. Is there a science 
of happiness? 

A growing band of 
economists, politicians 
and academics thinks so 
— and is putting theory 
into practice by starting 
a “mass movement for a 
happier society.” 

Action for Happiness 
launched yesterday in 
London, encouraging 
hugging, meditation and 
random acts of kindness. 
It is getting underway as 
the British government 
asks statisticians to 
measure the economical¬ 
ly battered nation’s well¬ 
being. 

The non-profit group’s 
founders include a 
former Downing Street 
policy chief, Tony Blair’s 
biographer and an emi¬ 
nent economist. They say 
happiness is a deeply se¬ 
rious issue. 

Co-founder Richard 
Layard, emeritus profes¬ 
sor of economics at the 
London School of 
Economics, says the 
group “doesn’t have any 
creed or dogma. It’s a 
secular movement, 
grounded in science.” 

Increasing numbers of 
politicians are taking up 
that mantra. Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron has 
said “it’s time we focused 
not just on GDP but on 
GWB — general well-be¬ 
ing.”

Snakes 
on a plain 

Instead of a snake in the grass, it was 
a snake under the sink. 

A 75-year-old Winnipeg man got a 
slithery surprise Saturday after he 
discovered a six-foot snake under his 
bathroom sink in his apartment. 

The man called police, who 
notified the city’s animal services de¬ 
partment, which in turn captured 
the creature. 

Police said they then searched the 
rest of the building and discovered a 
suite with more than 50 snakes and 


other reptiles being hoarded by a 33- 
year-old man. 

Nine snakes believed to be illegal 
have since been seized and the man 
is facing charges under the City of 
Winnipeg exotic animal bylaw. 

A spokesperson for the City of Win¬ 
nipeg’s Animal Services Agency said 
the majority of snakes or reptiles 
seized are given to reptile zoos or 
shelters. Police said there was nothing 
to indicate the snakes or reptiles, 
which included a snapping turtle, 
were being mistreated. 

Under Winnipeg’s exotic animal 
bylaw, there is no set number for 
how many reptiles one person may 
own, however, venomous reptiles or 
snakes are illegal in Winnipeg.

Peggy’s Cove turns 200

On the 200th anniversary 
of Nova Scotia’s picture- 
perfect village by the sea, 
Peggy’s Cove resident 
Roger Crooks says he’ll 
celebrate the simple life 
of the past, while lobby¬ 
ing for a future fix-up. 

Crooks, 74, is among 
the 40 remaining full¬ 
time residents of this 
community, famed for its 
landscape of stark granite 
boulders, crashing At¬ 
lantic seas and the light¬ 
house on the wind-worn 
rocks of Peggy’s Point. 

Two hundred years ago. 
King George III issued 
land grants to the six 
founding families who 
settled the area. 

Crooks has kept a clip¬ 
ping from a journalist 
who visited the village in 
1934, in the early days of 
tourism, and wrote of its 
caring and proud resi¬ 
dents. 

Starting April 18 and 
every third Monday fol¬ 
lowing, visitors can at¬ 
tend geology walks that 


explain the giant boulders 
known as “erratics” that 
cover the glacially 
scoured granite land¬ 
scape. 

There will also be a nat¬ 
ural history walk titled 
Tiptoe through the Tide 
Pool on June 11 and a Peg¬ 
gy’s Cove Road Arts Festi¬ 
val from July 1 to July 14.

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Students everywhere 
are going for the green 

O Young people applying for enviro-programs in droves as jobs increase

Canadian students are 
flocking to environment-re¬ 
lated programs as experts 
predict a boost in green sec¬ 
tor jobs. 

The latest figures show 
enrolment in university 
programs, such as land-use 
planning and conservation 
biology, have risen dramati¬ 
cally in recent years. 

Environment-related col¬ 
lege programs have also 
seen a slight increase in en¬ 
rolment. 

Meanwhile, experts say 
the country’s burgeoning 
green economy holds many 
opportunities for graduates 
willing to step off the beat¬ 
en path. 

While it still represents 
fewer jobs overall than oth¬ 
er fields, the green sector 
“is an emerging part of the 
economy that’s growing at 
a faster rate than the tradi¬ 
tional pieces,” said job ex¬ 
pert Alan Kearns, founder 
of Careerjoy. 

Graduates who can mar¬ 
ket themselves in that 
economy are likely to be in 
demand, whether they end 
up working in a green start¬ 
up or co-ordinating a more 
traditional company’s sus¬ 
tainability efforts, he said. 

Students are showing a 
“huge interest” in green 


jobs, said Laurie Simmonds, 
president of Green Living, 
the marketing firm behind 
the Green Living Show in 
Toronto. 

That’s why this year’s 
show will include a green 
jobs forum on April 16, to 
help job seekers connect 
with green sector employ¬ 
ers, she said. 

Roughly two thirds of 
green companies expect to 
hire full-time employees in 


the next five years, accord¬ 
ing to a survey performed 
by ECO Canada last year. 

Tom Rand, a clean tech¬ 
nology expert who will 
headline the green jobs fo¬ 
rum, said most opportuni¬ 
ties available right now 
involve installing green 
technologies such as solar 
panels rather than develop¬ 
ing new ones. 

At the same time, there’s 
always room for innovation 


and entrepreneurship, said 
Andrew Heintzman, chair¬ 
man of Ontario’s climate 
change advisoiy panel. 

“It’s never too early to 
start thinking about good 
ideas,” he said.

^ The number of students en¬ 
rolled in environment-relat¬

Enrolment in similar 
college programs rose less 
than one per cent between 
2000 and 2005, the report 
reads. 

► In Ontario, however, there’s 
been a boom in green- 
economy college programs, 
with 35 new diploma or cer¬ 
tificate programs 
introduced in the past three 
years, including 14 last fall 
alone.

T he workplace no 
longer has tradi¬ 
tional borders. 
Employees corre¬ 
spond through instant 
messages, through Face- 
book and via e-mail. Sel¬ 
dom do they do so 
exclusively for business 
purposes. Others, who 
are bored, unmotivated 
or underworked, surf the 
internet for much of their 
workdays, managing 
their sports pools, blog¬ 
ging about coworkers, 
reading the news or dat¬ 
ing on-line. Employers 
have good reason for con¬ 
cern. Lost productivity 
and potential liability for 
the actions of their em¬ 
ployees have caused most 
organizations to revisit 
their computer use poli¬ 


cies - or create new ones 
altogether. Here are some 
common issues. 

- Employees spending 
an inordinate amount of 
time at work accessing 
the web for personal use 
can be tantamount to 
theft of an employer’s 
time, which can be cause 
for dismissal, with appro¬ 
priate warnings. 

- Internet use that can 
be considered harassing 
or discriminatoiy will be 
often be grounds for dis¬ 
missal. In one case, two 
employees were fired af¬ 
ter distributing a vulgar e- 
mail at work detailing the 
sexual gymnastics of an 
overweight female co¬ 
worker. In another case a 
New Brunswick judge up¬ 
held the dismissal of an 
employee finding that his 
conduct amounted to sex¬ 
ual harassment because 
the female IT manager 
who performed an audit 
on his computer found 
the websites he visited 
"offensive". 

- Criminal laws can also 
be invoked if employees 
harass or intimidate 
coworkers or if they vio¬ 
late hate propaganda or 
obscenity laws. These em¬ 
ployees can end up surf¬ 
ing the classifieds for a 
lawyer, as well as for a 
new job.

DON’T JUST PAINT IT, WRAP IT 


Vinyl siding for a 
house is probably a 
good product, just not 
too mind-bending. 
Vinyl for vehicles is a 
whole other story. The 
possibilities are posi¬ 
tively mind-blowing, if 
you're ready to cover 
parts, or your entire 
car, with a vinyl wrap. 


inyl wraps 
started show¬ 
ing up about 
15 years ago, 
mostly as a 
cheaper and 
more graphic alternative 
to painting, to deck out ve¬ 
hicles for promotional and 
marketing purposes. 

Eventually they made 
their way to personal cars, 
particularly luxuiy car and 
sports car owners looking 
for that “gangster” look — 
no chrome, all black matte 
“stealth bomber.” 

Brian Spiteri’s firm, Big 
Picture Imaging of Camp- 
bellville, Ont., 
(bigpictureimaging.ca) has 
done its share of these full- 
matte, full-wrap projects, 
including a recent one that 
was so wondrous that even 
the R8 owner’s teenage son 
had to concede that his fa¬ 
ther “may have crossed the 
line over to cool.” 

Spiteri’s latest project 
was on his own hobby car 


— a 1981 Porsche Targa 
SC. One of the major vinyl 
wrap suppliers, Germany’s 
Oracal, recently came out 
with products particularly 
suited as a “paint replace¬ 
ment.” Spiteri was ready 
to change the colour of his 
car, but was leery about 
covering up the Porsche’s 
original paint — a much- 
coveted aspect of a collec¬ 
tor car and one that can 
considerably juice up its 
future value. This new 
wrap sounded like the per¬ 
fect solution. 

“Wraps actually protect 
original paint from oxida¬ 
tion and fading,” says Spi¬ 
teri. “But wraps also give 
you the opportunity to 
have some fun, by letting 
your personality shine.” 

In the end he opted for 
metallic azure blue with a 
high-gloss finish. A few 
years from now, when 
he’s not feeling quite so 
blue, he’ll just peel off the 
wrap (carefully), and 
presto! — back to original 


paint, or on to Ferrari Red. 

Applying vinyl wrap is¬ 
n’t quite as easy putting 
up wallpaper. Spiteri says 
it’s a job best left to the 
professionals. You think? 

Contemplating a home 
project soon has me 
picturing myself on the 
garage floor, crazily 
wrapped in vinyl, trying to 
wiggle, armlessly, over to 
the phone, to peck out 911 


— with my nose. 

A full wrap, executed 
by the pros at Big Picture 
Imaging, would start 
around $3,000. 

Full wraps aren’t cheap, 
concedes Lione Ole, a well- 
known photographer, spe¬ 
cializing in newborns 
(amazingnewborns.com). 

When he relocated from 
Montreal to the GTA area 
last year, one of the first 


things he did was buy a 
black VW GT1 and send it 
over to Spiteri’s shop for a 
wild wrap. He considers 
the outlay to be a 
worthwhile investment in 
marketing. Anyone who 
has seen the finished prod¬ 
uct would have to agree. 

Because a huge picture 
of a screaming baby on a 
hood of a car is just some¬ 
thing that seems to stick.
